benefits  lo  the  college.  Our  efforts  this  year  have  been  to  [ 
foster  and  peiqietuate  a  school  spirit  that  will  grow  and  boost 
the  college.  With  that  end  in  mind  we  undertook  the  purchase  I 
of  uniforms  which  cost  $25.89  and  megaphones  for  the  che«- 
!eader.s,  costing  S2.50.  Tliese  will  be  preserved  with  athletic 
equipment  and  ii.sed  for  several  year.s. 

Again  with  the  .same  end  in  view  w'e  undertook  the  pur¬ 
chase'  of  drapes  tor  our  stage,  costing  $130.64.

We  received  donations 
of  $105  and  after  paying  the  remainder  of  the  megaphone  and 
uniform  hills,  we  were  able  to  raise  the  amount  paid  on  the 
cui'tasn  bill  to  $117.05.  This  leaves  a  balance  of  $73.59  to  be 
paid.  This  amount  must  be  raised  in  some  manner  by  the  Pep 
club.

Death  Halts  Ministry 
of  Wartburg  Alumnus 

Death  came  on  Dec.  19  lo  Rev. 
Herman  Thoms,  alumnus  of  Wart- 
burg  college.  Clinton,  and  pastor, 
at  the  time  of  his  passing,  of  the 
Grace  Lutheran  church  at  Berlin 
Wise.  He  had  served  this  charge 
since  1933.  and  in  Feb.  1938,  a 
remodeled  edifice  was  dedicated 
by  the  fast-growing  congi'egation. 
and  its  energetic  leader. 

Rev.  Thoms  was  born  in  Clin¬ 
ton  on  May  13,  1906.  His  educa¬ 
tion  was  obtained  at  Wartburg 
academy  and  college  in  that  city, 
and  he  received  his  Baclielor  of 
Arts  degree  in  1929.  In  1932  he 
completed  his  course  at  Wartburg 
seminary.  Dubuque,  from  which 
he  received  the  degree  of  Bachel¬ 
or  of  Divinity.  He  served  the  St. 
Andrew's  parish  in  Sheboygan. 
Wis.  for  one  year  before  being 
called  lo  Berlin. 

A  few  senior  men  at  Wartburg 
who  sang  in  the  male  diorus  dur¬ 
ing  the  1937  spring  tour  of  that 
organization  remember  R  e  v 
Thoms  as  their  very  congenial 
host  when  they  presented  a  cott- 
c-ert  in  Berlin.  The  evening  lunch 
preceding  the  concert  was  served 
informally  in  the  Thoms  resi¬ 
dence.  He  was  also  a  leader  in ;

“COURAGE” 

Christian  hearts  are  disturbed  by  the  anti-religious,  the 
anti-church,  the  anti-God  forces,  that  ai-e  applying  their  ef¬ 
forts  to  undermine  the  foundations  of  our  homes,  our  schools^ 
our  government,  our  personal  purity  and  honesty.  Powers-of 
evil,  not  least  among  them,  gambling,  alcohol,  dance,  are 
exerting  immeasui’able  influence  upon  old  and  young  alike, 
to  the  constellation  of  right  thinking  people.

The  Baptist  was  even  throwm  into  jail  for  it. 

The  courage  of  John  the  Baptist  is  the  courage  we  need 
today.  The  courage  of  conviction;  the  courage  to  know  the 
truth,  to  confess  the  truth,  to  live  the  truth,  to  preach  tKe 
truth. 

Such  courage  must  be  divinely  inspired.  It  presupposes  a 
conseci'ated  soul;  a  soul  definitely  in  communion  tvith  God 
and  yielding  to  His  power.  Our  churches  seiwe  souls  to  that 
end.  Our  church  colleges  continue  to  foster  and  feed  that 
spiritual  life  and  to  grant  courage  to  the  young  people.  Life 
is  more  than  making  a  living.  Life  is  a  battle  for  truth  and 
righteousness  in  the  Lord. 

May  Wai’tburg  college  with  its  consecrated  faculty  of 
men  and  ^^■omen  ever  be  true  to  the  Lord  in  pi'epai’ing  young 
people  for  life  and  its  battle.  May  our  young  people  ever 
rightly  valuate  the  blessed  guidance  of  our  church  schools. — 
l/juis  C.  Krebs.

Wartburg  Provides'' 
for  Keeping  Body 
and  Soul  United.  | 

Of  all  the  things  to  write  about 
there  seems  to  be  a  tendency  to 
WTite  about  something  which  will 
appeal  to  the  tnind.  Of  course,  we 
all  came  to  college  to  acquire 
nourishment  for  the  mind,  so  let 
us  not  belittle  the  value  of  such 
literature.  However,  since  tl\e 
human  body  acts  as  a  pillar  for 
the  mind,  we  cannot  entirely  ov¬ 
erlook  it.  We  must  receive  bodi¬ 
ly  nourishment  simultaneously 
with  mental  nourishment  and  vice 
versa,  for  the  development  of  the 
one  without  the  other  just  isn’t. 

In  this  dissertation  let  us  brief¬ 
ly  consider  food  at  Warlburg.  Of 
course,  we  all  realize  what  an  im¬ 
portant  part  food  plays  in  college 
life.  It  serves  as  nourishment  for 
the  body,  and  the  quality  or  quan- 
ty  of  foo4  often  serves,  in  an  in¬ 
direct  sense,  as  food  for  the  mind. 
At  least  some  students  spend 
more  time  discussing  food  than 
they  spend  digesting  it. 

Individual  Tastes  Vary. 

What  are  the  meals  at  Wart- 
burg  like?  So  many  of  us  when 
we  come  to  school  are  accustom¬ 
ed  to  the  type  of  meals  “mother 
used  to  cocj{."  If  the  college 
meals  differ  from  oui-  individual 
tastes,  we  are  often  dissatisfied;  ■ 
we  fail  to  realize  that  the  dining 
hall  is  composed  of  students  rep¬ 
resenting  at  least  one  hundred , 
and  fifty  individual  homes.  Thus, 
in  all  probability,  there  aie  at 
least  ore  hundred  and  fifty  in¬ 
dividual  tastes. 

It  would  of  course  be  improb¬ 
able  for  us  to  expect  the  tastes  of 
all  indiv'iduals  to  be  satisfied  day 
after  day.  But  leaving  discussion 
of  individual  tastes,  let  us  focus 
our  attention  toward  the  nulfi- 
tious  quality  of  the  food  we  re¬ 
ceive  at  Wartburg.  Do  we  not 
receive  food  tasty  in  quality 
and  sufficient  in  quantity?  Of 
course,  the  meals  we  are  receiving 
at  Wartburg  are  meals  “fit  for  a 
king.”  Probably  we  do  not  re¬ 
ceive  the  most  extravagant  dishes, 
but  extravagance  does  not  con¬ 
clude  healtlifulness.  Economy, 
furthermore,  does  not  conclude 
starvation. 

A  Good  IVord  for  the  Chef. 

Some  of  us  seem  to  forget  that 
we  receive  good  food.  We  spread 
false  propaganda  when  friends 
inquire  about  the  type  of  food  w 
get,  not  stopping  to  ihink- 
to  foresee  the  grief  it  may 
cause  to  the  cooks  who  are  trying 
their  best  to  satisfy  us.  We  don't 
realize  that  they  have  a  problem 
of  satisfying  all  of  us,  and  so  far 
teey  have  done  the  best  that  can 
be  expected.  They  have  served  us 
good  meals.  Why  not,  when 
someone  asks  us  about  meals, 
give  the  cooks  a  few  compliments, 
even  if  that  would  be  somewhat 
indirect.  They  deserve  praise 
and  the  least  we  can  do  is  tell 
others  that  they  are  giving  us 
meals  that  are  good.
